" How many deaf-mutes are there 
in tlie United States 'i" inipiired a De- 
troit roixnter of a practical teacher of 
deaf-mutes. 

There are 30,01)0 in this country. 
At Flint, Mich., where there is an 
educati(mal establishment for them, 
there are 211. About one-half of these 
peo|)le are born with defective hear- 
ing, and in coii.'?e<iuenco can never 
learn the trick of .speech. The other 
half liave lost their hearing by disoa.ses 
of infancy, more particularly scarlet 
fever. \\ they have ever learned to 
talk before losing tho power of bear- 
ing, they m.ay retain an indistinct 
speeoii all their Hacs. With some, 
however, the vocal organs aixs paralys- 
ed, and those can never be taught 
lip reading. The articulation must 
be unimpaired for this system, which 
brings every faculty intouse.'" 

"Do ,leaf-mutes learn jirofessions !••" 

"Not as a general thing. There 
is an institution at Washington with 
a collegiate deinirtment, and a few go 
into post-oUico or custom liouso situ.-i- 
tions. There are three deaf-mute 
ministers, tlie first ever ordained in 
this work. Tliev are the Rev. Henry 
W. Syle, of Phnadelphia. tho Uev. 
Austin W. Miinn. who has charge of 
the itineracy of the West, and the 
Hi'v. Job 'rurner. wlio has the South- 
ern diocesan interests, 'i'he deaf- 
mute usually prefers to become a 
mechanic ol- farmer. Tiiey make good 
citizens, but arc naturally isolated in 
tlieir lives. " 

" Do they intermarry ■'" 

Yes ; they prefer to! As a com- 
mon thing it IS not considered a hap- 
py union for a deaf-mute to marry one 
in jwssossion of the faculties of Itear- 
iiigand speech, unless, as in my own 
experience, they are teachers and are 
in sympathy with them. A young 
man will see a pretty deaf and "dumb 
girl and learn the languaijo readily 
enough, hut when the novelty wear's 
off he is apt to weary of the constant 
demand of intcriuetation. He finds 
a want of companionshii> in his pur- 
suits and pleasures, and the young 
wife is still worse oflf and more cotn- 
pletoly alone." 

" Are tho children of doaf-mutcs 
also deaf and dumb ?" 

" 'I'horo is no law of progeniture 
in this matter. Sometimes tliey are, 
but more frequently they are not. 
Children are often born ' with this 
peculiarity who are the first known 
cases in the families they belong to. 
It is a long time before )>arents will 
admit, even to themselves, tiial 
their cherished darling is a deaf- 
mute, and tiiey try every method to 
arouse its apjiarently dormant facul- 
ties, when once a-ssurod tliat is really 
set aside from its birth as one dedi- 
cated to a peculiar people, thoy at 
once make themselves familiar y(\\\\ 
the best systems of education that 
they nniy ix>lijjve by science and culture 
the monotony of a silent life. 

A further talk with this practical 
teacher revealed tlie fact that tiie 
deaf-mutes have no literature of their 
own beyond a few oleniontary t*>xt 
books ; that they can be tauglu 
ovorytliing tliat the speaking can 
excepting vocal exercises ; that they 
are naturally (piick. g<H)d tempered, 
liajqiy tlispositioned. and eager for 
instruction. They have developed 
artists and poets. Howard Glvndon. 
the poet author of Harvard is a 
semi-mnte. Her maiden name was 
l^aura Hodden. She is married to a 
gentleman who botii iiears and 
speaks, and is now Mrs. Seai'ing. 

Laura Hridgman is a blind deai- 
inute. who has a very good education. 
Much has been written in the past 
about this remarkable woman. 
The writer wjis once shown a silk 
dress which was oxiiiliitod with much 
satisfaction by the owner, a deaf and 
duml) lady, as the liandiwork of 
Laura JJridgman. who is regarded 
by tho «leaf mutes as a living won- 
der. — lien-^mehwrriUe Prc)>s.

" I have liad several episodal chats 
and walks with others, and among 
them. Rev. Dr. Walker, Pastor of the 
Center Church of Hartford. (my 
chnrch in early life) and with Dr. 
Harris. Superintendent of Public 
Schools in St. Louis. This morning 
the barber calleil me, as usual, to take 
my salt water bath, and I have en- 
joyed this feature of ship life exceed- 
ingly.

The Earaphone. 

Another new instrument has be«n 
added to the list of "phones'' that 
have appeared during the past year or 
two. This lat«?8t is called the "eara- 
phone," and is the invention of a 
gentleman of Syracuse, named Stephen 
North.

In appearance the earaphone bears 
a close resemblance, V^oth in shape 
and aiae, to an ordinary teacup. 
The top of the cup shape<J instru- 
ment is covered hy two or more layers 
of fine wire netting, which prevents 
one from seeing what is inside. 
These nettings can be taken out, 
and the onmber that is used" is ne 
oeMMuriW more or leits in different 
oases of deafness. Near the bottom 
is a small curved rubber tube which 
is the channel through which the 
sonnd is supposed to pass into the 
Mr. When in use, the rubber tube is 
placed into the ear and the side of 
the instrument rests on the cheek 

bone. 

We tested the earaphone at the 
inventor's office in Syracuse, but 
found it, like all the other phones 
which we have tried, to be of no 
benefit to us.

His- 
tory tells us Ijogan's real name was 

Tah-gah-jut6, and that by birth he 

was a Cfayogaii. Among his warm 

personal friends was the distinguish- 
ed James Logan, of Pennsylvania, by 

whose name he afterwards was known. 

He came to Ohio in 1772, and is de- 
scribed as a man of gigantic form, of 

a most noble nature, strong but sen- 
sitive, full of pride and dignity, great, 

brave and true. His conduct toward 

the whites was unimpeachable until 

Captain I>aniel Greathouse marched 

up Yellow Creek and massacred in cold 

blood a whole settlement of Indian%" 

including Logan's family and re 

latives. For perfidy and atrocity this 

cowardly act stands unparalleled in 

the dark deeds of those days. From 

a bomao angel Logan was transform- 
ed into an inhuman fiend. It was like 

honey changed into venom. The mnr- 

dsitiiw of his home and happiness 

paid most dearly for the act. The 

tScioto turned red with their atoning 

blood. 

In 1774, the treaty of Lord Dan- 
more was effected, hastened all the 

more from the fact that the first 

speck oi the Great Revolutionary War 

bad appeared. Ail the great Indian 

braves responded to the call except 

Logan. A Committee was dispatch- 
ed to interrogate him. The speech 

with which Logan greeted the Com- 
mittee, has since beien known as the 

" Marvel of Eloquence," and of it 

Jefferson has thus spoken . 

" I may challenge the whole ora- 
tions of Demosthenes and Cicero, and 
of atiy more eminent orator — if Eu- 
rope has furnished any more eminent 
— to produce a single passage superi- 
or to the speech of Logan." 

The most aooepterl version of the 
speech is as follows, ^though its ve- 
racity has been questioned, still cor- 
responding circumstances render it as 
probable as is the speech of liegulus 
to the Roman Senate): 

" I appeal to any white man to say 
if he ever entered Logan's cabin 
hungry, and he gave him not meat, if went to the 
he ev^r came cold and naked and he the leadership of " Rob Roy " McGre- 
clothed him not During the course gor.

Young and old readers of the Deak-

is called DuiiJ Srnilh County. I think 
it is about thirl,y miles wide and sixt,y 
miles long. It lies in the extreme 
north-western border, and is the 
fourth tier of counties from the ox- 
trcme north-western corner of the 
State, or in what is called Young 
Territory. This territory doe.-i not 
belong to the United States. It be- 
longs to Texas, and may bo ovcntuul- 
ly set off and beoorne a soporate and 
independent State somcjtinie. 

Now, who was Deaf Smith ? lliive 
the leaders ever lieaid of his roman- 
tic and thrilling advent itt'c^s, liair 
breadth escapes, his unrivulhtd duel^, 
fearless courage in hunting the bc:ir, 
the decM', the buffalo mid other wiM 
animals, in the forests of Texas ? It 
is sai 1 that no other deaf-inuto ever 
rivttlkxl him in adventurous, an<l ihir- 
ing exploits. What Kit (Jarson was 
among the hearing class, Deaf Smith 
was among the mute class. So if the 
hearing class can boast of a Kit ('iir- 
son we mutes can boast of a Deaf 
i;JjO,itli. lie was well known among 
inltrty of tlu^ ])uhlio men of his diiy, 
iimong whom was Oen. Ilouston, then 
Oovcrnor of Texas. They wore iii- 
timat,e friends. 

When Texas and Mexico were in- 
volved in a disjiute, the hitter <;arne 
too near Austin, tho. Caj)ital, for 
safety, and the authorities had to 
move the goveriinient down the Colo- 
rado Rivor from Austin lo (JoIuiiiIiih. 
The legislature and Gov. lloiidUiu 
ordered the State records to bo re- 
moved from Austin to (Joliimbus, to 
prevent them falling into tli(! hands of 
the enemy. No lime lo bo lost ; but 
no one dared to go and remove the 
records at such a time, us they werc^ 
well guarded, and it would bo death 
to any one who made the attempt. 

Gov. Houston know the dauntless 
courage of Deaf Smith, and asked 
him ill writing if 'he "could remove 
tho records. Aflor a slioj^l oonsidoni- 
tion of the matter, Deaf Smith told 
him to wait three days. Deaf Smith 
was not idle during those three days. 
H(^ kepi the secn^l lo hiinself, iind no 
one know what he was doing or when; 
he went. At the end of tliree days 
Deaf Smith appeared hofon; the 
Hovernor, and announced that he 
was ready for the undertaking. (Jov. 
Houston told him lo go ahead with 
God's speed. 

One dark night. Smith with ten 
men under his command, overpower- 
ed the astonished guards at the ('a- 
pitol, and removed tlu; records to a 
boat on the riv(!r, and were off with 
the tro])liy before an alarm could l)0 
spread around the city. In three 
(lays more Deaf Smith again ajijieared 
before Gov. Houston, with all the 
records roijiiirod, and received his 
reward for his brilliant courage and 
success. 

The fame of Deaf Smith's (courage, 
his unerring shot, and his tremendous 
strength, spread far and wide over 
the country'. Man^y a victim bit the 
dust by his unerring rifle. No ani- 
mal within range of his trusty rifle 
ever (!H(^apo(l in the wild forest. 

On one occasion tho topic of D(^af 
Smith was discussed in an upper 
gambling room, in Austin, by several 
lartios who know him wolf. There 
lapponod to bo another famous 
marksman ami <luollist in tho crowd 
at the gambling tiible, by the narm^ 
of Morton. Some bet that D(!af 
Smith could bring down the best 
marksman in the country. Not to 
b(! outdone in this sport by a deaf 
and dumb man, Morton aros(!, and 
said thai he would nieel the scoiiml- 
rol Smith upon any terms he propos- 
ed. The news was carried lo Smith, 
then many miles away. lie receiveil 
the news in silence, and without lis 
much as a word. 

'I'cn diiys aftcTwards Morton and 
other gamblers were assemblerl in tho 
upper room securely locked. All 
wore intojiscly interested in a gamo 
that invo|^'ed' hundreds of dr>IhirH on 
each sid*. Suddenly they wore 
startled b^ a noise at the back win- 
dow, and a mun silent,ly strode to the 
gaming tiib](t. fl(! stood motion less 
with one arm rc^sliiig on his trusty 
rifle, and guzod upon tho faces of the 
astonished assemhiugo around the 
table.
